000,000.  For  the  old  folks  will  be  twice 
as  numerous  30  years  hence,  and  there 
will  certainly  not  be  twice  as  many 
younger  people  to  support  them. 
Science  Is  thus  playing  a big  joke  on 
politics  by  enlarging  what  must  be 
done  to  make  good  on  1950  political 
promises.

As  no  sign  of  any  real 
shortage  appeared  in  the  stores,  however, 
suspicion  grew  that  the  market  was  being 


The  other  xlternaUve  is  pay-aa-yuu- 
go.  which  11  It  aUnoil  certain  will  be 
the  end  to  which  all  penslont  will 
come.  Bat  the  total  amount  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  annual  bill  In  a few 
years  will  be  stupendous.  And  since 
that  amount  a*lil  have  to  be  paid  out 
of  taxes,  deficit  and  profits,  the  infia-

NOTICE 

TO  THE  VOTERS  OF  VICTORIA 

At  the  Civic  Elections  to  be  held  on  Thursday,  December  8th  next,  all 
persons  entitled  to  vote  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  asked  to  vote 
"Yes"  or  "No"  on  two  questions:  one  referring  to  o Director  of  Ad- 
ministration plan  fas  proposed  by  the  efficiency  experts  Messrs.  Ste- 
venson & Kellogg  Ltd.  and  the  City  Council);  and  the  other  referring 
to  0 Municipal  Manager  plan  (os  proposed  by  the  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce). 

These  two  questions  hove  been  published  in  the  press  along  wifh  the 
proposed  by-laws  in  each  cose. 

« 

While  these  two  by-laws  ore  olmos't  identical  in  respect  of  the  duties 
and  powers  of  the  Director  of  Administration  and  the  duties  and 
powers  of  the  Municipol  Manager,  there  ofi  some  differences  be- 
tween the  two  plans  that  you  should  know  about. 

If  you  vd>e  to  appoint  0 Director  of  Administration,  this  Director 
would  be  appointed  by  o by-law  of  Itie  Council  and  would  hold  office 
during  good  behaviour  and  efficiency.  The  Directoe  could  resign  or 
be  dismissed,  but  only  for  misbehoviour  or  inefficiency  and  in  that 
cose  the  Council  would  not  be  obliged  to  appoint  o successor  in  his 
place. 

If  you  vote  for  a Municipal  Manager,  then  the  City  Council  must  ap- 
point such  official  under  the  Municipal  Manager  Act  and  continue  to 
employ  one  until  you  reverse  your  vote.  The  Municipal  Manager 
would  continue  in  office  until  he  resigns,  is  dismissed  or  relieved  of 
his  duties  and  powers  by  a resolution  of  an  affirmative  vote  of  a ma- 
jority of  the  Council,  whereupon  a successor  must  be  appointed  in 
his  place.
